Glass, ceramic, and silver objects, some paintings, and an important 
group of French textiles make up this exhibition of more than 
50 art deco works from the 1920s and 1930s. The exhibition 
emphasizes French pieces of the period and includes Scandinavian, 
English, and American works as well.

Prints and Drawings Galleries: THE PERENNIAL GARDEN: 18TH AND

19th-century Europe and America which provided precise descriptions 
of exotic flora as well as motifs for embroidery and porcelain 
decorations.

This exhibition of about 90 works from the Museum collection, primarily 
drawings by Italian, German, Dutch, French, Netherlandish, English, 
and American artists, examines the roles geography, nationality, and 
cultural experience have played in the development of graphic 
styles throughout Europe since the 16th century. Opens June 14 
through September 18, 1983.
